But 
what ho undoubtedly did say is.that our maritima 
supromacy is mainly due tothe fact thata large 
proportion of British shipping consiate of tramp: 
toonage, built of the chenpest: materials, and 
having -a low rate of spoed. No doubt wa do 
tnrn ont a good deal of tramp tonnage, for the 
simple reason thatthe constriction of auch craft 
hos beon carried in this“conntry to a point of 
perfostion fo which no other oan pretend. Ttis 
cheapnoss, combined with officiancy, which has 
givon us our snprenacy in shipbuilding, Warr 
Ballin probably did_not mean to suggest that 
the cheap tramp is either  ineffisient or 
uosafo, but that is the interpretation which waa 
put ou_his remarks. By way’ of explanation, 
Horr Ballin, fa a later statement, saya thot 
what he moant was that singloship companies 
oan be so easily extablished in iSngland, as 
‘compared with Gormany, that tramp steamers 
are built in supsrabundance, But, as a matter 
of fact, the statistics do not bear out this con- 
fontion, for foreign countries are actually ont- 
hnilding ue oa regards tramp steamers of botweon

‘A Marine Court of inquiry respecting the 
cirsumstances attending the collision between 
. the British steswer “Heungehan,” Captain 
B.D, Thomos, end the licensed ataam launch 
“Pook On,” of which Li Muk is master, 
was hold at the Harbour Office yenterday 
afternoon, being oslied at the request of the 
oapisin of the“ Henagahan.” ‘The Court was 
composed of Commander Basil R.' ff. Taylor, 
BN., Stipendiary Magistrate, (Prosident), 
Lieutenant A. Batterworth, RN, H.M.8. 
*Tamar,” Captain E. Beothow, - 8.8, 
“ Fpres of Indie,” Coptain A Stoker, oe, 
“ Woolwiob,"’ and Captain H. W. Walker of 
tho 5s. Kwong Tang.” : 
Tho, worrant constituting the Court baviag 
,beon read, a 
Captain Thomas, mauter of tha sa, 
“ Heungshap," was called. He stated thal on 
June 28th he Jeft Canton at oight in tho 
morning, arriving hore about 3 p.m. Hoentered 
the harbour by the southern fairway, 
coming ‘in slowly, When off tho “ Charles 
Hordovin's" Wharf and making for the’ Hong- 
kong Canton and Macao Steamboats’ W harf, 
vwitnoss sighted a atoam Isanch backing out from 
the east sile of the! Kwong Tung ” which lies 
at the wharf west of the Westera Market wharf, 
Ho was then distant abouttwo ships length, ond 
blew two blasts, The “ Houngshan’s” engines 
wore then going slow, having been slowed do wa 


when near the Gas Worke Whon entering tho 
harbour (he “ Hoangehan” was not travel ling 
moro than four knots. Witness did not blow 
three blasts on his whistle hecauso when launches 
come out from o wharf they go to the west: 
of steamers coming in. If ha had blown three 
blasts the Iaunoh might ‘have thought he was 
going astern and uttempted to oross his bows, 
Té the launch had gone abond she would not 
have approached within fifty foot of the 
steamer. Hor engines were apparently 
going slow at ‘the time, While the. launch 
wos still on the starboard bow of tho steamer, 
and distant about 100 fect, all the men loft 
the wheel and wont aft. Then when witnoss 
saw acoliision waa ixminont. he ordured tho 
mato to ‘oloar away the ropes end lower thom- 
‘Thon he struck the launch on hor starboard-bow 
-with the vespel’s stora, the out being about tro 
fool, Four of the orew of tho launch wore 
pulled on board with the ropes; tho othors 
jamped ovorhoard and Ifobuoys were thrown to 
them. After striking.the launch witness put 
his helm Lord sport and his engines slow otiond 
in order'to cant thelranoh, ‘There was a atrong 
tide ranning at the time. 

Chief Cicer Gibson of the 59, “ Heungshan ” 
said when the sbip at first entered tha southern 
fairway he was at the fo'o'sle head. Thoy 
eatored tho southorn fairway about 2.59 ,a,m,, 
and “passed the bows of the “Charles 

Hatdouin” ot a distanco of at loast 50 
feet, ‘They bad only passed when they. 
saw tho leunoh coming from tho ' direction 
of the Li Kee Whorf.:. Whon she was 
sightod tho “ Houngshan” gavo two blasts ; the 
telegraph oleo went and tho ship's head went 
-to port immedistely afterwards. About a 
minute or two later the telegraph went again 
andthe ship wentastera, Tho Jeunob wav then 
two ship's longths on the steamer’s starboard 
bow. Witness did not think tho steam Iounch 
altered hor engines, Tho lanuch was thon 
struck on tho starboard bow by the stern of the 
“ Henngstan”, no momber of tho crow of the 
© Pook On” being at the whorl at the time. 

G. W. Kewanl J. Robsrts, tho Best and 

“ yoeond onginesra on thes.s. ' Heungehan,” gavo 
evidenco os to the time when the tulegraph bell 
yas rang and tho engines reversed. 

Li Mak, coxswain of the “ Fook On.” said his 
certificate went down with tho steam loanob. 
On June 28th ot 3.15 p.m. he backed his launch 
out from tho Li Kee wharf, intending to 
stoor woat, He gave thres blasts on his whiallo 
heforo backing his launch out, and when about 
sevouty foot from tho, wharf he saw the 
“ Houngihan” about 100 fect off. Ho rang 
up to "go shead, but the bell wire broke. 
Witnoas shouled to his onginoor to go ahead, 
aud he did, Thon when the “Houngehaa” 
appconched witness told his crow to ran away; 
afterwards be threw some baga overboard. - He 
was the last man to leave the launch. Jumping 
vverbosrd after the collision, he was 
picked up by oo passing sampan. = ‘I'he 
shrof! who went below to get tho x oney.

A CHINESE OPIUM DODGE. ' 

We have received the following copy of a 
letter {o Sir Pelham Warren, British Conan! at 
Shanghai, for publication :— 

A Shanghai, 27th June, 1907, 

Rir,—We leg to brirg to your notice the 
following: . 

Some of the Chinese opium dealers here have 
reesived information from thdir constituenta in 
Nanking that the Viceroy there intends grant- 
ing the monopoly of the opitm irada in Nank. 
ing tos fow dealers, who only will be allowed to

tion bas been issued: but as there is every 
probability of its coming into force ot an 
moment, and subsequontly a similar monopoly in 
intended to bo given here snd cleewhere, wo 
think it advieable to lay the matter before you 
so that immediate eteps may be taken to stop 
its being casried into effect. 4 

Such monopolies would prevent other 
dealers from participating in the opinm trade 
thos destroying the healthy competition and 
thereby crippling tho business and eausitg

Tho British Vioo-Consnl at Portland, Maine, 
gives some intorosting facta in regard to the 
Cevelopement cf eilk monnfacture in the United 
Btates since the year 1870, In that year the 
value of silk goods of all kinds manufactarod in 
‘the couniry amounted to £2,442,192, while the 
importations for the same year amounted to 
only £4,344,196. In the yezr 1900 the value of 
ailk goods imported was £5,3 6.707 and the 
value of those’ manufactured in the United 
States was £31,461,°52. In 1900 there wore 
483 wilk wills in the United States, with a 
combined capital of £16,219,4°5, and giving 
employment to 65,416 hands. At the present 
time over 79,000 bands are employed in, this 
industry, In 1870 tho number of yards of eilk 
gonda “manufactured in the country was 
1,026,422 yards, against 97,940,985 yerds in 
1900. According to mercantile reporla the 
United . States 1900 stood third in the 
conntries of tho world in the meuufacture of 
alk s. In 1900 there was imported into 
the conniry 11,259,320 Ibs, of raw silk, valacd 
at 8,9.9,95, or very nearly 16s. tb. Raw 
silk, at the present time, coats about 18 por
